THE ROAD BOND AMENDMENT 


From now until November there will be more or less 


discussion on the amendment providing for a 50,000,000 
issue of road bonds which will be voted on at the Novem- 
fyer election and the fullest discussion is desirable. We 
have learned the value of good roads and the average 
man is now willing to do most anything to further im- 
prove our highways in order that travel may become eas- 
ier and the markets be brought nearer to our doors. We 
have learned also that fifty million dollars is a very small 
sum and an amount that the State of Pennsylvania can 
spend Without noticing. Especially so in view of the fact 
that Pennsylvania is without a state debt and this is more 
than many of our neighbor states can say. 


The project outlined for the State Highway Depart- 


ment at its organization has not been completed. From 
the outset the Department was a political football and its 
management was booted around from one favorite to an- 
other to such an extent that five years ago the voters re- 
fused to ratify the bond issue. But that was five years 
ago and it is no indication that the same thing is going 
to be done this year. There are many features connected 
with the bond issue this time that will demand considera- 
tion, mainly the fact that the sponsor of the original high- 
way system, Win. C. Sproul, is a candidate for governor 
with absolute surety of election. The highway system or 
plan was a big comprehensive dream of this business man 
and statesman and should the bond issue pass, the admin- 
istration of tiiis large fund will be in the hands of a man 
appointed by the father of the project. It is quite natur- 
al that the Highway Department will come in for the 
most careful administration under these ch-cumstances. 
We should help Mr. Sproul to put into concrete, brick and 
macadam his masterful ideas and pave this great com- 
monwealth with good roads from evei-y angle.

THE ROAD BOND AMENDMENT 


From now until November there will be more or less 


discussion on the amendment providing for a 50,000,000 
issue of road bonds which will be voted on at the Novem- 
fyer election and the fullest discussion is desirable. We 
have learned the value of good roads and the average 
man is now willing to do most anything to further im- 
prove our highways in order that travel may become eas- 
ier and the markets be brought nearer to our doors. We 
have learned also that fifty million dollars is a very small 
sum and an amount that the State of Pennsylvania can 
spend Without noticing. Especially so in view of the fact 
that Pennsylvania is without a state debt and this is more 
than many of our neighbor states can say. 


The project outlined for the State Highway Depart- 


ment at its organization has not been completed. From 
the outset the Department was a political football and its 
management was booted around from one favorite to an- 
other to such an extent that five years ago the voters re- 
fused to ratify the bond issue. But that was five years 
ago and it is no indication that the same thing is going 
to be done this year. There are many features connected 
with the bond issue this time that will demand considera- 
tion, mainly the fact that the sponsor of the original high- 
way system, Win. C. Sproul, is a candidate for governor 
with absolute surety of election. The highway system or 
plan was a big comprehensive dream of this business man 
and statesman and should the bond issue pass, the admin- 
istration of tiiis large fund will be in the hands of a man 
appointed by the father of the project. It is quite natur- 
al that the Highway Department will come in for the 
most careful administration under these ch-cumstances.
